New York City. February 4 — The 
latest topic of popular conversation 
around America's supper-tables is 
centred around that somewhat 
meaningless phrase: "war aims." It 
has currenly replaced such old 
stand-bys as the food blockade, the 
wave of the future, ar.d. "The awful 
way in which the British have 
treated the people of India." 1 
listen to as many such confabs as 
I can. Interesting angles come to 
light, although the heat under ray 
collar sometimes becomes exces- 
sive.

Plenty of Americans feel that 
their country has the right to de- 
mand a full agenda of Britain's 
aims in war and peace. They be- 
lieve that America should not com- 
mit herself completely until she 
knows exactly what she is going to 
fight lor. Something urges them, 
drives them to say that American 
labor must know what British la- 
bor is going to get from this war; 
that American taxpayers must 
know what "trend of heart" Bri- 
tain is taking. 
Why they see It that way 

Because it is they, more than 
anyone else, who have been disil- 
lusioned about World War I. They 
are a practical people. Hence they 
are moving gingerly lest they fall 
into some trap which may prove 
their undoing. They haven't yet 
gotten away from the cynical irony 
of the phrases: "War to end all war" 
and its like. I can see a parallel be- 
tween their attitude today and 
Britain's when gallant old Cham- 
berlain was at the helm. It is a 
case of hating the very thought of 
armed conflict, of bloodshed, of 
aching heartbreak, ol untold up- 
sets, of reorientation, and of great 
sacrifice. They realize Britain's 
plight, they want to help, but they 
haven't quite reached the stage 
where it's to be all aid, regardless. 
Confusion pins. 

Mr. Jones finds it dreadfully dif- 
ficult to think clearly today. He is 
disturbed and uncertain o£ himself. 
Something inside him is pulling 
him— telling him to support democ- 
racy overseas. Yet doubts assail 
him. Doubts of Britain's sincerity 
Fears of the power of propaganda. 
Uneasiness at the thought of any 
disturbance of the status quo. A 
vague, undefined sense of imminent 
soc/al change. If he could only see 
into the future, then he wouldn't 
need to be confused and afraid. 
America needs a definite policy. 
The "all-aid-short-of-war" slogan 
merely frightens those who fear 
conflict, and lacks inspiration for 
those who want war declared now. 
And so Mr. Jones finds himself at 
the seashore, looking out at a cer- 
tain Mr. John Bull who is putting 
up a great battle against the "waves 
of the future," but seems to be in 
dire need of help. On first impulse 
Mr. Jones tore off his shirt and 
trousers and waded into the shal- 
lows. But he caught himself just in 
time. The practical, 'cautious side 
of him overruled the idealistic, the 
humanitarian, for the moment at 
least. He hailed Bull and, after 
commending him for his courage, 
asked just what hit aims were. The 
hard-pressed Bull treaded water 
«nd yelled back: "Buddy, my im- 
mediate idea it to keep from sink-

EXHIBITS FISH, 
SEA CREATURES 

Posters Show Life Cycles oi 
Hydra, Dinosaurs 

LIVE SPECIES IN TANKS 



Demonstration to Show Re- 
lative Values of Visual and 
Aural Education 



The Department of Zoology is 
sponsorinj? an exhibition to de- 
monstrate flic relative values of 
visual as opposed to aural edu- 
cation. Subject to change, the 
exhibit presents twenty-four life 
size models of fish ranging from 
very small ones to some of five 
feet. They arc a representative 
collection of the marine fish of 
the southern Atlantic seaboard. 

Students from any faculty arc 
permitted to sec this collection 
which arc in the corridor and in 
room 222 of the Biological 
Building. They are on plaques 
representing respectively fish 
classes, surface fish, bottom fish, 
transformation from shark to 
ray, the angel shark, and the 
oceanic sunfish, this last weigh- 
ing 300 pounds. 

Also included are posters show- 
ing the life cycles of Hydra and 
related jellyfish, sea anemones, the 
butterfly, extinct dinosaurs and 
mammals. Finally there are also 
posters of the acquisition of the 
fish form by land vertebrates that 
have reverted to the sea. 
PHOTOGRAPHS ON DISPLAY. 

From the Heligoland Aquarium 
the department have acquired pho- 
tographs of aquatic animals. There 
are also four exhibition tanks, one 
of which is freshwater and contains 
trout and mudpuppies. The re- 
maining tanks are salt-water and 
have animals shipped from the Bay 
of Fundy, and Passamaquoddy, and 
Cape Cod. They include starfish, 
sea urchins, spider crabs, rock 
crabs, whelks, moon snail, sponge, 
and northern coral. The main thing 
of interest here is said to be the 
kingcrab of Cambrian lineage. 

The department announces that 
this is the first of a series of such 
exhibitions.

ENGLAND MUST 
MOBILIZE FREE 
NATIONSTO WIN 

Dr. Tbomas Outlines Econo- 
mics ol Total Warfare 



INCREASE EFFORT HERE 



Visiting Professor Sees Civi- 
lian Labour as Key to 
Final Victory 



In the face of Hitler'? mobili- 
zation of the European contin- 
ent in an économie ano 1 militar- 
istic bloc of total warfare, Eng- 
land must mobilize the resources 
of the Empire and all free 
peoples to meet the expected in- 
vasion. Dr. Thomas declared 
last niqht, in the first of a series 
of lectures on the Economics of 
War sponsored by the Extension 
Department. The Dominions 
and the United .States, the 
speaker felt, could increase the 
civilian labour force in the pro- 
duction of armaments to imple- 
ment this relative deficiency on 
the part of Britain. 

Since the ascent of Hitler to 
power the German nation had been 
geared to a policy of economic 
totalitarian warfare, the speaker 
maintained. This was not evident to 
all at first, though some gifted in- 
dividuals including Mr. Churchill 
in the Opposition were capable of 
discerning this threat to freedom. 
Dr. Thomas pointed to the four 
vital characteristics of the new as- 
pect of such warfare. The instru- 
ments of mechanized warfare now 
take three years to prepare before 
full capacity production is reached. 
Civilian, Militia Ratio Set 

As a second characteristic their 
maintenance demanded a ratio of 
civilian labor to active service men 
which minimum mus: be attained. 
This was variously estimated as 
from five to one and seven to one 
by economic experts. Thirdly, it 
was recognized that the mobility of 
warfare had increased amazingly. 
In«his connection as a fourth point 
the economic value of oil had be- 
come one of the utmost importance. 

Whereas Nazi Germany had made 
herself proficient and efficient in 
every juch aspect, the same could 
not be said for England. Dr. 
Thomas declared. Hitler had or- 
ganized Sweden. Russia. Finland, 
France and the Balkans and his 
conquered territories into an eco- 
nomic bloc of which a certain 
3mount of labour and capital went 
to feed the military machine and 
what was left over to satisfy meag- 
erly the wants of the people. Eng- 
land, on the other hand, was main- 
taining an inadequate ratio in her 
own country. It was for the Do- 
minions and the United States to 
give her the labour power so as to 
be able to maintain adequately the 
men on active service. In this re- 
spect, he felt, Candada should in- 
crease her war expenses from twen- 
ty to forty per cent, of the total 
national income. 

Xavy Important Factor. 

The key to the present conflict 
was, as of old, the ability of the 
British navy to keep the Atlantic 
and the Mediterranean open to 
British shipping. With a steady 
stream of supplies from the United 
Status and the other nations of 
freedom, the chances of England 
were good. The Vladivostok leak 
must be closed by the Umted States 
which Dr. Thomas felt, should dis- 
continue its shipments of copper 
and cotton to that seaport as it was 
only being shipped west to Ger-

We have been tolri that Canada wants 
each month to raise $10.000.000 through the 
medium of War Savincs Stamps. We noie 
that the amount now being received from 
this source is only around S3 .000.000. a 
large percentage of this being from workers 
contributing to regular saving schemes in- 
stituted by factories, large industrial con- 
cerns, business houses, etc. 

We also note that Australia, a country 
of smaller population receives from its 
people a larger amount through voluntary 
savings than Canada. Also England's peo- 
ple lend larger amount? per capita than 
those of Canada. It is generally realized 
that the reason for this difference lies in 
the fart that there is a greater organization 
of labor in these countries. 

The Minister of Finance has often 
brought to our notice the obvious advan- 
tages, both to the government and to the 
individual lender?, of the War Savings 
Stamp plan. The point which the Finance 
Minister most heavily stresses is the desir- 
ability of having a larger group of regular 
subscribers to this scheme. The need of 
the government to receive savings from a 
much larger group of regular savers can 
readily be seen. 

University students, forgetting their re- 
sponsibility to their Country in this war, 
are not regular subscribers to this plan. If 
in the past we have not been reminded of 
our individual part in the framework of 
this democracy, surely now when our way 
of life is threatened we must realize we 
each have a part to play. 

If this plea ended here, asking each in- 
dividual to do something by buying War 
Savings Stamp?, it would be a dismal fail- 
ure. However, if the Student body through 
the medium of the Students' Representa- 
tive Council would adopt a plan and have 
each student pledge to follow it, much 
might be done. If as has been suggested 
each student were to buy at least two War 
Savings Stamps a month this would con- 
tribute to the government in the form of 
loans approximately $1,200 per University 
year, and. most important would start 
regular giver.', the majority of whom would 
continue to save after leaving the Uni- 
versity. 

The Finance Minister has repeatedly 
pointed out the absolute necessity of a 
great many more people subscribing to the 
Voluntary Savings Plan. It is not enough 
to contribute money, which we can lend 
comfortably. To quote "The Financial 
Post": "The people arc being appealed to 
"save, save, save; to deny themsenyce lux- 
uries: and even necessities; to be frugal in 
"their personal spending; to make sacri- 
"fices that are necessarv if we are to win 
"the war." 

In order to put a plan into action a 
Considerable amount of work on the part 
of a few will be needed but in order to 
make it a success the co-operation of all 
h required. But the part we would be 
playing in our National War Effort would 
overshadow any sacrifice *< might have to 
make

Bolton Glen was found to be rather 
limited in room for training flights 
and to have rather unreliable and 
generally rough soaring winds, al- 
though it was at this site that an 
unofficial Canadian record was set 
of one hour's sustained moiorless 
flight. St. Sauveur proved much 
more satisfactory for training, al- 
though the space there was also 
limited. Lifting currents were never 
enough to do more than delay the 
sink of the aircraft through the 
air.

Present hopes are pinned on 
Rougemont which has the ad- 
vantages of possessing a rea- 
sonably good, though rather 
rugged, soaring slope, of being 
surrounded by beautifully flat 
country— a pilot could land 
anywhere with his eyes shut, 
provided he didn't fly into a 
cow— and of being fairly close 
to the city. Probably the big- 
gest disadvantages are that the 
slopes at the bottom of the 
mountain at Rougemont are 
covered with either trees, orch- 
ards, or bushes and that there 
seem to lit no good spots on 
the summit where a gliding site 
might be cleared for use. The 
place has not yet been finally 
explored, however, and it Is to 
be hoped that these objections 
will be overcome.

these studies while at Harvard 
University, and prior to coming to 
McGill. 

Surveying the scene of early 
journalism, he noted that such 
seemingly modern features as the 
editorial essay, the political column, 
financial pages, quiz sections, the 
lovelorn column, and especially the 
scandal paper are all of long- 



established precedent. Commenting 
on the scandal sheets of the lime, 
Professor Newton declared that 
"many cotld out-Hearst Hearst." 
Journalism Long Established. 

Although, stated Professor New- 
ton, the impression is abroad that 
journalism sprang full-grown with 
the publication of the Tatlcr and 
the Spectator of Addison and 
Steele, these were far from the 
first to appear, even though their 
influence was by far the greatest. 
Actually, the first periodical, "The 
Weekly News," appeared in the 
time of Shakespeare. 

After this, later papers appeared 
sporadically but did not come into 
their own until the reign of Queen 
Anne, when the regular newspaper

A nerve 
specialist of eminence, whose 
prime interest is golf, Sir Hugo 
exercises a realistic approach to 
any problem which may hap- 
pen to come into his line of 
vision. His main aim is to solve 
the problem and get back to his 
golf as rapidly as he possibly 
can. 

When we speak of his realis- 
tic approach, we refer, of 
course, to Sir Hugo's successful 
bribery of Lottie, herebefore 
referred to as the gold-digger, 
He had previously encountered 
such situations, knew at once 
what was to be done, and did it. 
He might not, it is true, have 
been successful if Lottie hadn't 
realized that Bill is in love with 
Dr. Sally Smith. Sir Hugo, not 
knowing this, wanders around 
in a daze and tries to get rid 
of Lottie as best he can. But 
that the hero eventually weds 
the heroine is not due to any 
efforts of his. 

These are the main charac- 
ters in "Good Morning, Bill," 
and they all go to make as fine 
a farce as anyone could wish 
for. While Bill and Sally coast 
along, exchanging mild insults 
until they fall in love, Lottie 
and Lord Tidmouth provide the 
amusing situations and boister- 
ous humor which form so large 
a part of the play. 

All in all, "Gond Morning, 
Bill" much resembles "Comrade 
X," both in its fast pace, and 
absence of any attempt at dram- 
atic interludes. "Good Morn- 
ing, Bill" is a comedy pure and 
simple, and it doesn't pretend 
to be anything else. 



Text of Premier King's 
Statement on Training 



The text of Premier Mackenzie 
King's statement last night on 
changes in the compulsory military 
training program follows:— 

The Government has had under 
consideration various factors which 
affect the plan for training citizens 
under the National Resources Mobi- 
lization Act. 

The initial camps have been on 
the 30-day basis. The equipment 
position did not make a longer per- 
iod of training possible. It Is felt 
that the three camps held so far 
have been very definitely success- 
ful, and the support which these 
camps have received from the pub 
lie has been mast gratifying. 

GAVE BASIC TRAINING 

It has always been recognized 
that 30 days training would not fit 
a man to take his place in a fight 
ing* unit. It was felt, however, that 
the short training period would 
give a large number of young Can 
adians a conception of their nation 
al obligations, and a basis for more 
intensive training, should that be- 
come necessary. 

When the original plan was 
adopted, the Government felt that 
it was undesirable to wait until 
equipment was available for more 
advanced training, also that an im 
mediate start should be made on 
the building up of an adequte re 
serve for home defence. 

Since compulsory training was 
begun, the demand for labor in war 
industry has increased steadily as 
more and more plants have come 
Into operation. The one-month train 
ing plan involves taking away from 
their jobs for a month at a time 
250,000 men a year. This dislocation 
of employment has a disturbing ef- 
fect on war industry, and tends to 
lower war production, which, at 
present, is essential to the war ef- 
fort. 

MANPOWER UTILIZED BETTER 

To make the best possible use of 
Canadian manpower, it is consider- 
ed that it would be preferable, both 
from the point of view of defence 
and from the poin of view of war 
production, to call up fewer and to 
give those called up longer and 
more thorough training. 

While in England, the Minister of 
National Defence (Hon. J. L. Ral- 
ston) studied the problems of train- 
ing there and, in particular, the 
length of the training period. The 
conclusion has been reached that 
the four months is the minimum 
period of time in which a man can 
be given effective military training 
sufficient to qualify him to take his 
place in a unit for defence within 
Canada if that necessity was to 
arise. 

Instead of continuing the 30-day 
training, the Government has de- 
cided to have all young men, as 
they reach the age of 21, called for 
training for a four months' period. 
Equipment can now be made avail- 
able. 

Under this arrangement, only 
those of 21 years will receive com- 
pulsory training unless circum- 
stances change materially, or the 
numbers in this age group prove 
unexpectedly small. 

As a consequence every young 
man, at the time of his coming of 
age, will recognize and prepare 
himself for his responsibilities for 
the defence of Canada. 



EXEMPTIONS ARE BANNED 

There will be no exemptions, 
though postponements may be al- 
lowed on principles to be worked 
out by the boards of review in the 
different districts. A meeting of 
the chairmen of the various boards 
is being called to work out these 
principles. 

The four months' period of train- 
ing will be divided into basic train- 
ing for two months and advanced 
training for a further two months. 
At the end of the first two months 
of basic training, those who vol- 
unteer and are accepted for the 
Royal Canadian Navy or the Royal 
Canadian Air Force will be with 
drawn, and will go to Naval or 
Air Force schools. 

The others will go to advanced 
training schools where special 
training will be given in the par- 
ticular arm of the service (infantry, 
artillery, signals, army service 
corps, ordnance, etc.), to which 
they are to be posted. 

Consideration will be given to 
the preference of the men them- 
selves as to the branch of the ser- 
vice for which they would like to 
qualify. 

GOES TO RESERVE UNIT 

At the end of four months and 
unless the recruit desires to vol- 
unteer and is accepted for some 
active unit in which there is. a 
suitable vacancy, he will be posted 
to a reserve unit and will return 
to civil life, being liable to recall 
if he should be required for ser- 
vice in Canada or for additional 
training. 

Because of their age, it is ex 
peeled that a number of those re 
turning from the training schools 
will enter youth training schemes 
and qualify for work in connec 
tion with war production. 

In order to get sufficient accom- 
modation for both basic and ad 
vanced training, it will be neces 
sary to combine the present reserve 
army training centres and the pre- 
sent active army training centres. 
Recruits under the National Re 
sources Mobilization Act and vol- 
unteers for the active army will all 
go to the basic training centres for 
the first two months, and then to 
the advanced training centres for 
a further two months. 

40,000 IS CAPACITY 

The total accommodation in both 
basic and advanced training centres 
will be about 40,000. When the pro 
gram reaches full capacity, prob 
ably about 24,000 will consist of 
those who have been called for 
training under the National Re- 
sources Mobilization Act and the 
balance will be volunteers for the 
active army. 

In order to afford opportunity 
for a reorganization of the training 
centres and the training of instruc- 
tional personnel, particularly those 
for the advanced training centres, 
the next training period will begin 
March 15. 

Under the National Mobilization 
Act, about 6,000 to 6,500 men will 
be called up each month beginning 
at that date. 

The advanced centres will ac- 
cordingly graduate about 6,000 men 
under the National Resources Mob- 
ilization Act on July 15, and about 
the same number each month 
thereafter.
